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LIGHT  AND  TRUTH

As   Latter-day  Saints   we   have   the   blessing   of   understanding   mam 

truths  about  which  the  world  in  general  knows  nothing.  The  Prophet  said. 
"A  man  is  saved  no  faster  that  he  gets  knowledge.'  The  Doctrine  and 
Covenants  in  Section  113  verse  6  tells  us  that.  '"It  is  impossible  for  a  man 
to  be  saved  in  ignorance."  Also  in  the  IX  93:36-37  appear  the  following 
statements:  "The  glory  of  Ciod  is  intelligence,  or  in  other  words,  light  and 
truth.  Light  and  truth  forsake  that  evil  one.'" 

As  we  ponder  these  statements,  there  is  much  more  in  them  than  we 
ordinarily  realize.  They  deal  with  the  importance  of  becoming  knowledge- 
able, but  much  more,  they  deal  with  becoming  intelligent.  There  is  a  great 
difference  between  the  two.  The  Bible  tells  us  that  in  the  last  days  there 
will  be  those  who  will  be  "forever  learning,  but  newer  coming  to  a  know- 
ledge of  the  truth."  Sometimes  as  Latter-day  Saints  we  fail  to  differentiate 
between  gaining  knowledge  and  becoming  intelligent,  which  is  knowing  the 
light  and  truths  of  the  Gospel,  and  living  in  accordance  with  them. 

Many  persons  outside  of  our  faith  have  great  knowledge.  I  hey  know 
things  of  science,  of  geography,  of  world  religions,  of  history  to  a  much 
higher  degree  than  we  do.  Many  men  have  much  more  powerful  intellects 
than  most  of  us.  Many  have  much  greater  abilities  to  use  their  minds  than 
we  have.  However,  in  the  sight  of  God.  what  is  most  important  is  how 
we  use  the  intellects  with  which  we  have  been  blessed.  What  is  importanl 
in  God"s  sight  is  not  so  much  the  intellectuality  of  a  person  but  his 
spirituality.  It  is  only  through  the  light  of  the  Gospel  penetrating  a  per- 
son's intellect  that  he  can  gain  intelligence  concerning  religious  truths. 
Thus  it  is  true  that  the  Mormons  are  the  most  intelligent  people  on  the 
face  of  the  earth.  They  are  the  only  ones  now  upon  the  earth  who  have 
complied  with  the  spiritual  laws  which  God  has  set  for  entrance  into  his 
earthly   Kingdom,  making  them  candidates  for  his  Heavenly    Kingdom. 

Too  many  people  in  considering  the  truths  stated  in  the  first  para- 
graph of  this  article  think  that  learning  of  itself  is  the  important  thing. 
Instead,  all  learning  is  good,  but  unless  that  learning  is  coupled  with  the 
true  knowledge  of  God  and  what  he  requires  from  each  of  us  in  order  for 
us  to  return  to  his  presence,  that  learning  is  vain.  When  we  learn  that  God 
has  established  his  earthly  Kingdom  for  the  last  time:  when  we  obey  his 
commandments  to  repent  and  be  baptised;  when  we  live  the  laws  he  has 
given  and  serve  him  and  our  fellow-men  yvith  all  our  power,  then  we 
operate  within  the  realms  of  light  and  truth  and  use  the  intelligence  which 
is  the  reward  of  God  to  those  who  diligently  seek  him. 

The  Lord  has  chosen  His  servants  in  His  Kingdom  on  earth,  not 
generally  from  the  most  learned  in  the  eyes  of  the  world.  He  has  chosen 
humble,  sincere,  teachable  servants.  He  has  often  chosen  young  men  in- 
experienced in  the  ways  of  the  world  to  proclaim  His  Gospel  to  the  world 
as  missionaries.  He  has  done  this  because  he  knows  their  hearts.  He  knows 
they  are  teachable.  He  knows  they  are  free  from  many  of  the  sins  which 
beset  mankind.  He  has  chosen  them  because  the  light  and  truth  of  the 
Gospel  has  penetrated  their  intellects  and  has  given  them  an  intelligence  in 
the  things  of  God  \yhich  far  surpass  the  knowledge  of  men  of  much  more 
vast  experience  in  matters  of  the  world  and  of  science. 

The  Lord  has  blessed  each  one  of  us  who  are  Latter-day  Saints  with 
intelligence  far  beyond  that  of  other  peoples.  In  doing  so  he  has  given  us 
the  commission  to  enlighten  others  yy ho  are  not  so  blessed.  We  have  been 
warned.  We  have  been  told  that  we  must  warn  our  neighbours. 

The  Book  of  Mormon  explains  the  words  of  the  Saviour  to  the 
Nephites  and  gives  us  the  message  which  we  must  impart  to  our  fellow - 
men.  In  3rd  Nephi  27:13-16  we  read:

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GREAT    MOMENTS    IN    CHURCH    HISTORY 

The  Broome  County  Trial 

**NOTE:  This  is  an  account  of  one  of  the  many  trials  of  the  Prophet 
Joseph  Smith.  It  is  related  by  the  Prophet  himself.  The  events  herein 
transpired  during  the  year  of  1830  and  took  place  in  the  same  general 
location  where  the  Church  was  organized  in  the  Eastern  United  States.  The 
Story  commences  just  as  Joseph  is  arrested.  He  had  just  been  acquitted  by 
the  court  of  a  previous  charge.  It  was  at  the  moment  of  this  acquittal  that 
he  was  arrested  for  the  second  time.  May  these  Church  History  events  help 
us  all  to  better  understand  and  appreciate  the  sacrifices  made  that  we  might 
have  the  restored  Gospel. 

The  constable  who  served  this  second  warrant  upon  me  had  no  sooner 
arrested  me  than  he  began  to  abuse  and  insult  me;  and  so  unfeeling  was 
he  with  me,  that  although  I  had  been  kept  all  the  day  in  court  without 
anything  to  eat  since  the  morning,  yet  he  hurried  me  off  to  Broome  county, 
a  distance  of  fifteen  miles,  before  he  allowed  me  any  kind  of  food  what- 
ever. He  took  me  to  a  tavern,  and  gathered  in  a  number  of  men,  who 
used  every  means  to  abuse,  ridicule  and  insult  me.  They  spit  upon  me. 
pointed  their  fingers  at  me,  saying,  "Prophesy,  prophesy!*'  and  thus  did 
they  imitate  those  who  crucified  the  Savior  of  mankind,  not  knowing  what 
they  did. 

We  were  at  this  time  not  far  distant  from  my  own  house.  I  wished 
to  be  allowed  the  privilege  of  spending  the  night  with  my  wife  at  home, 
offering  any  wished-for  security  for  my  appearance;  but  this  was  denied 
me.  I  applied  for  something  to  eat.  The  constable  ordered  me  some  crusts 
of  bread  and  water,  which  was  the  only  food  I  that  night  received.  At 
length  we  retired  to  bed.  The  constable  made  me  lie  next  the  wall.  He 
then  laid  himself  down  by  me  and  put  his  arm  around  me,  and  upon  my 
moving  in  the  least,  would  clench  me  fast,  fearing  that  I  intended  to  escape 
from  him;  and  in  this  very  disagreeable  manner  did  we  pass  the  night. 

Next  day  I  was  brought  before  the  magistrate's  court  at  Colesville, 
Broome  county,  and  put  upon  my  trial.  My  former  faithful  friends  and 
lawyers  were  again  at  my  side;  my  former  persecutors  were  arrayed 
against  me.  Many  witnesses  were  again  called  forward  and  examined,  some 
of  whom  swore  to  the  most  palpable  falsehoods,  and  like  the  false  wit- 
nesses which  had  appeared  the  previous  day,  they  contradicted  themselves 
so  plainly  that  the  court  would  not  admit  their  testimony.  Others  were 
called,  who  showed  by  their  zeal  that  they  were  willing  enough  to  prove 
something  against  me,  but  all  they  could  do  was  to  tell  something  which 
somebody  else  had  told  them. 

In  this  frivolous  and  vexatious  manner  did  they  proceed  for  a  con- 
siderable time,  when,  finally.  Newel  Knight  was  called  up  and  examined 
by  Lawyer  Seymour,  who  had  been  especially  sent  for  on  this  occasion. 
[Casting  a  Devil  out  of  Brother  Newel  Knight  was  the  first  miracle  of  the 
Church  in  this  dispensation.]  One  Lawyer  Burch.  also  was  on  the  side  of 
the  prosecution;  but  Seymour  seemed  to  be  a  more  zealous  Presbyterian, 
and  appeared  very  anxious  and  determined  that  the  people  should  not  be 
deluded  by  any  one  professing  the  power  of  godliness,  and  not  "denying  the 
power  thereof." 

Mr.  Knight  was  sworn,  and  Mr.  Seymore  interrogated  him  as  follows: 

"Did  the  prisoner,  Joseph  Smith,  Jun..  cast  the  devil  out  of  you?" 

"No,  sir." 

"Why.  have  not  you  had  the  devil  cast  out  of  you?" 

"Yes,  sir." 
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"And  had  not  Joe  Smith  some  hand  in  its  being  done?" 

"Yes,  sir." 

"And  did  not  he  cast  him  out  of  you?" 

"No.  sir;  it  was  done  by  the  power  of  Ciod.  and  Joseph  Smith  was 
the  instrument  in  the  hands  of  God,  on  the  occasion.  He  commanded  him 
to  come  out  of  me  in  the  name  of  Jesus  Christ." 

"And  are  you  sure  that   it  was  the  devil?" 

"Yes,  sir." 

"Did  you  see  him  after  he  was  cast  out  of  you?" 

"Yes,  sir!    I   saw   him." 

"Pray  what  did  he  look  like?" 

(Here  one  of  my  lawyers  informed  the  witness  that  he  need  not  answer 
the  question.)  The  witness  replied:  "  I  believe  I  need  not  answer  your 
last  question,  but  I  will  do  it.  provided  I  he  allowed  to  ask  you  one  ques- 
tion first,  and  you  answer  me,  viz..  Do  you,  Mr.  Seymour,  understand  the 
things  of  the  spirit?" 

"No."  answered   Mr.  Seymour.  "I  do  not  pretend  to  such  things." 

•"Well  then."  replied  Knight,  "it  would  be  of  no  use  to  tell  you  what 
the  devil  looked  like,  for  it  was  a  spiritual  sight,  and  spiritually  discerned; 
and  of  course  you  would  not  understand  it  were  I  to  tell  you  o(  it." 

The  lawyer  dropped  his  head,  whilst  the  loud  laughter  of  the  audience 
proclaimed   his  discomfiture. 

Mr.  Seymour  now  addressed  the  court,  and  in  a  long  and  violent 
harangue  endeavoured  to  blacken  my  character  and  bring  me  in  guilty 
of  the  charges  which  had  been  brought  against  me.  Among  other  things. 
he  brought  up  the  story  of  my  having  been  a  money-digger:  and  in  this 
manner  proceeded,  hoping  evidently  to  influence  the  court  and  the  people 
against  me. 

Mr.  Davidson  and  Mr.  Reid  followed  on  my  behalf.  Thev  held  forth 
in  true  colors  the  nature  of  the  prosecution,  the  malignancy  of  intention, 
and  the  apparent  disposition  to  persecute  their  client,  rather  than  to  afford 
him  justice.  Thev  took  up  the  different  arguments  which  had  been  broupht 
by  the  lawyers  for  the  prosecution,  and  having  shown  their  utter  futility 
and  misapplication,  then  proceded  to  scrutinize  the  evidence  which  had  been 
adduced,  and  each,  in  his  turn,  thanked  Ciod  that  he  had  been  engaged  in 
so  good  a  cause  as  that  of  defending  a  man  whose  character  stood  so  well 
the  test  of  such  a  strict  investigation.  In  fact,  these  men.  although  not 
regular  lawyers,  were  upon  this  occasion  able  to  put  to  silence  their 
opponents,  and  convince  the  court  that  I  was  innocent.  They  spoke  like 
men  inspired  of  God.  whilst  those  who  were  arrayed  against  me  trembled 
under  the  sound  of  their  voices,  and  quailed  before  them  like  criminals 
before  a  bar  of  justice. 

The  maiority  of  the  assembled  multitude  had  now  begun  to  find  that 
nothing  could  be  sustained  against  me.  Even  the  constable  who  arrested 
me,  and  treated  me  so  badly,  now  came  and  apologized  to  me.  and  asked 
my  forgiveness  for  his  behavior  towards  me:  and  so  far  was  he  changed, 
that  he  informed  me  that  the  mob  were  determined,  if  the  court  acquitted 
me.  that  they  would  have  me.  and  rail-ride  me.  and  tar  and  feather  me: 
and  further,  that  he  was  willing  to  favor  me  and  lead  me  out  in  safety 
by  a  private  way. 

1  was  accordingly  acquitted  to  the  great  satisfaction  oi  mv  friends  and 
vexation  of  my  enemies,  who  were  still  determined  upon  molesting  me. 
But  through  the  instrumentality  of  my  new  friend  the  constable.  I  was 
enabled  to  escape  them  and  make  mv  way  in  safetv  to  mv  wife's  sister's. 
house,  where  I  found  mv  wife  awaiting  with  much  anxiety  the  issue  of 
those  ungodly  proceedings,  and  in  company  with  her  I  arrived  next  day 
in  safety  at  my  own  house.

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EDITORIAL 

RELIGIOUS  CONVICTION 

The  Apostle  Paul  knew  very  clearly  many  of  the  conditions  that  would 
exist  in  these,  the  last  days.  This  is  shown  in  the  writings  of  his  second 
epistle  to  Timothy,  the  third  chapter: 

"For  men  shall  be  lovers  of  their  own  selves,  covetous  boasters, 

proud,  blasphemers,  disobedient  to  parents,  unthankful,  unholy. 

Without  natural  affection,  trucebreakers,  false  accusers,  incontent, 

fierce,  dispisers  of  those  that  are  good. 

Traitors,  heady  highminded,  lovers  of  pleasure  more  than   lovers 

of  God:" 

Could  there  be  a  more  accurate,  discriptive,  delineation  made  of  the 
"discontent"  among  the  young  generation  of  today? 

Perhaps  other  words  to  describe  those  of  whom  we  speak  would  be 
to  say  that  they  lack  religious  conviction  —  which  religious  conviction  is 
vital  in  developing  self  discipline  and  character. 

Those  who  possess  this  control  of  self  and  character  and  who  have 
applied  lessons  of  Christianity  could  hardlv  be  characterized  as  "lovers  of 
their  own  selves,"  "disobedient  to  parents,"  "lovers  of  pleasure  more  than 
lovers  of  God,"  and  the  other  attributes  the  Apostle  Paul  attaches  to  the 
ungodly  of  our  day. 

Truly  those  who  advocate  free  love  and  the  abandonment  of  the  prin- 
ciples of  God  do  not  possess  this  self  discipline  and  awareness  of  the 
importance  of  religion. 

Surely  those  militant  students  throughout  the  world  who  would  destroy 
society  to  please  their  every  selfish  whim  and  desire  do  not  possess  this 
self  discipline. 

And  indeed  those  who  champion  the  causes  of  the  "hippies"  such  as 
drug  experiences  and  existence  without  honest  work  do  not  have  self 
discipline  or  an  active  religious  faith. 

It  is  the  sacred  dutv  of  every  narent  to  plant  in  his  child  this  seed 
of  religious  conviction.  It  is  their  obligation  to  nourish  this  seed  so  that 
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it  flourishes,  develops  and  bears  the  fruit  of  self  discipline  in  the  growing 
child  —  A  child  who  will  grow  into  a  person  who  knows  right  from  wrong 
and  has  the  desire,  the  fortitude,  and  the  courage  to  stand  by  that  know- 
ledge. 

We  as  members  of  our  Lord's  own  Church  are  truly  most  fortunate 
in  having  His  word  through  the  prophets  concerning  this  matter.  With 
the  emphasis  the  various  prophets  of  the  Church,  especially  our  prophet 
today,  have  given  this  matter  of  teaching  the  Gospel  in  the  home,  our 
responsibility  is  clear. 

The  teaching  of  the  Gospel  in  the  Latter-day  Saint  home  should  be  an 
everyday  occurrence.  This  not  by  conventional  means  only,  but  by  the 
example  of  the  Father  and  Mother.  Weekly  home  evenings  should  be  held. 
Gospel  subjects  and  questions  should  be  discussed  frequently  during  the 
week.  A  good  time  for  this  would  be  at  meal  time.  What  could  be  a  more 
enjoyable  topic  for  conversation? 

Through  these  and  other  methods,  an  understanding  of  the  purpose  of 
this  existence  in  this  life  should  be  taught.  A  love  for  work  and  a  pride  of 
accomplishment  ought  to  be  instilled.  The  knowledge  that  the  acceptance 
of  responsibility  is  a  part  of  a  valiant  life  should  be  another  goal  of  our 
"family  teaching."  All  of  these  things  will  contribute  to  the  development 
of  religious  conviction,  self  discipline  and  character. 

We  are  proud  of  the  young  people  of  the  Church  today  —  proud  that 
they  do  have  testimonies  and  a  determination  to  defend  them.  But  if  this 
desirable  condition  is  to  continue,  we  must  prevent  tendencies  toward  the 
evils  spoken  of  by  Paul  —  and  the  best  place  to  prevent  such  tendencies 
is  in  our  own  homes. 

The  teaching  of  the  Gospel  to  children  is  not  an  auxilliary  responsi- 
bility, but  the  primary  duty  of  parenthood.

Our  first  hurdle  was  this  thorny 
business  of  learning  to  pray  in 
public.  This  was  prompted  by  the 
Elders  who  asked  us  if  we  were  hav- 
ing family  prayers.  T  had  to  set  the 
example  and  my  first  efforts  were 
accomplished  by  making  prepar- 
atory notes  —  strictly  wrong,  but  it 
got  us  started. 

It  is  wonderful  how  the  Lord  can 
change  a  family  and  give  it  con- 
fidence. Soon  we  all  were  leading 
family  prayers,  even  Michael,  our 
young  son.  One  of  the  ioys  of 
parenthood  is  to  hear  a  little  one 
say  his  first  praver.  We.  at  one 
time,  had  the  wildest  of  kittens. 
Michael,  having  suffered  for  too 
long  the  presence  of  these  little 
animals,  asked  his  Heavenly  Father 
to  please  find  them  a  new  home. 
Shortly  afterwards,  we  placed  all  of 
them  with  a  baker  who  needed 
good  ratters. 

We  look  forward  to  family  pray- 
ers both  mornings  and  evenings.  For 
a  long  time  we  had  them  evenings 
only,  until  I  read  an  article  by  David 
O.  McKay  in  which  he  said  that 
vou  could  always  recognize  a  true 
Mormon  family  —  they  prayed  to- 
gether morning  and  evening.  Our 
family   prayer   plan  had   Grace  and 


I  alternating  in  the  mornings  and 
the  children,  Michael  and  Gillian, 
alternating  in  the  evenings.  Robert 
loins  us  and  has  learned  to  say 
amen,  but  not  having  learned  to 
talk  properly  yet.  his  jabberings  are 
only  understood  by  himself  and  his 
Heavenly  Father.  We  have  all 
learned  to  value  the  daily  assist- 
ance of  the  Comforter  and  every  day 
we  ask  for  his  guidance.  What  a 
lovely  feeling  it  is  when  one  refers 
a  problem  to  him  and  receives  con- 
firmation on  how  to  proceed. 

Being  a  father  in  the  Latter-day 
Saint  home  brings  considerable 
responsibility.  Fathers  are  Patri- 
archs, hold  the  Priesthood  and  may 
receive  personal  revelation  for  the 
guidance  of  their  families.  I  had  to 
make  a  real  effort  to  learn  my  duty 
and  especially  never  to  take  deci- 
sions without  first  obtaining  the 
counsel  of  my  wife.  Later  on  we 
were  to  initiate  the  children  in  deci- 
sion making  by  referring  problems 
to  a  family  council.  We  all  have  to 
learn  to  state  our  problems  objec- 
tively, seek  for  alternative  solutions, 
try  to  forecast  the  consequences  of 
each  alternative  and  present  the 
choice  for  our  Heavenly  Father*s 
approval. 

Generally  it  is  my  job  to  submit 
important  decisions  for  the  Lords 
approval,  but  for  really  big  deci- 
sions both  Grace  and  I  pray  to- 
gether. 

Soon  after  being  baptised,  Grace 
and  T  had  a  big  decision.  We  had 
come  across  what  appeared  to  be  a 
perfect  property  for  us.  We  de- 
signed a  house  for  this  property 
and  were  terribly  eager  to  have  it. 
Well,  after  prayer,  we  knew  we  were 
not  to  have  it.  It  is  a  great  comfort 
to  know  that  we  may  receive  such 
assistance  from  the  Lord. 

It  was  in  our  first  little  house  that 
we  learned  to  budget  so  we  may 
pay  a  tithe.  It  was  here  that  we 
reaped  the  first  blessings  of  tithing 
and  planned  to  go  to  the  Temple 
and  to  build  a  larger  home.  It  was 
here  that  we  first  received  the  bless- 
ings of  administration :  The  doctor 
diagnosed  a  very  severe  attack  of 
measles  for  two  of  our  children  and 
my  home  teaching  companion. 
Brother  Dick  Jakins,  and  myself 
administered   to   them.   The   measles 
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cleared  up  in  twenty-four  hours.  I 
received  the  Aaronic  and  Melchiz- 
adek  Priesthood  whilst  living  there 
and,  on  a  memorable  occasion  when 
our  son  Michael  was  leaving  home 
to  \  isit  his  Ciran,  I  was  able  to  lay 
my  hands  on  his  head  to  give  him 
a  Father's  blessing.  I  also  had  the 
privileges  of  baptising  Michael  when 
he  was  eight  years  old.  In  this  house 
we  learned  to  cherish  the  closeness, 
the  togetherness  that  comes  in  a 
Latter-day  Saint  home.  It  was  here 
that  Cirace  and  I  commenced  the 
habit  of  saying  special  prayers  to- 
gether at  the  close  of  each  day. 
What  an  effective  way  this  was  for 
clearing  up  ill  feeling  or  any  fam- 
ily squabbles  that  had  arisen  during 
the  day.  Here  we  started  a  family 
quartet,  the  children  singing  the 
melody  whilst  Grace  sang  alto  and 
1  base.  It  was  from  this  home  that 
we  launched  our  first  glorious  ex- 
pedition to  "Fish  Bay",  our  beach 
camp,  and  to  'Hoggs  Back",  a  log 
cabin  in  the  mountains. 

When  we  sold  our  little  home  we 
accumulated  sufficient  funds  to  visit 
the  London  Temple  to  be  sealed  for 
time  and  eternity.  May  we  always 
cherish  the  memory  of  these  beau- 
tiful  experiences. 

Some  two  years  preceding  our 
trip  to  the  Temple,  we  had  managed 
to  accumulate  sufficient  funds  to  pav 
the  deposit  on  some  two  acres  of 
land,  more  than  half  of  which  was 
swampy.  Grace  and  I  spent  Satur- 
day mornings  on  this  land,  cutting 
down  reeds  and  draining  it.  Our  new 
home  was  named  "Nauvoo." 

If  our  Heavenly  Father  permits 
us  to  keep  this  property  we  will  be 
able  to  enjoy  a  farm-like  atmosphere 
within  easy  reach  of  our  brothers 
and  sisters,  our  chapel  and  the  city. 

The  Latter-day  Saint  home  should 
assist  every  family  member  to  dev- 
elop leadership  ability.  What  a 
battle  it  is  to  learn  to  lead  the 
Lord's  way.  Being  somewhat  quick 
tempered,  my  sons  and  my  daughter 
have  from  time  to  time  endured  the 
lashings  of  a  vindictive  tongue.  Un- 
fortunately children  are  quick  to 
follow  their  father's  example.  What 
a  blessing  to  our  home  it  would  be 
if  we  could  reprove  with  sharpness 
only  when  moved  upon  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  and  exercise  longsufTering  and 


gentle  persuasion.  When  we  remem- 
ber to  do  these  things  and  show  an 
increase  of  love  after  reproving,  we 
are  blessed  with  a  \er\  sweet  spirit 
in  our  home. 

What  a  jo\  it  is  to  observe  spon- 
taneous love  shown  by  one  child 
for  another.  I  recall  the  touching 
gratefulness  felt  b\  Michael  when 
Gillian,  without  being  prompted, 
gave  him  her  allowance  as  a  birth- 
day  present. 

We  are  taught  to  encourage  OU1 
children  to  share  their  confidences 
with  us.  Recently  Grace  had  to  re- 
sume her  teaching  career  after  sev- 
eral years  of  being  "just  mother." 
Unknown  to  me  she  had  always 
made  a  point  of  welcoming  the 
children  as  thev  arrived  home  from 
school,  listening  to  an  account  of 
their  day's  adventures,  given  them 
something  to  eat.  then  helped  them 
get  to  grips  with  their  homework. 
Having  started  work  she  was  unable 
to  be  home  when  the  kids  arrived. 
Shortly  after  her  teaching  recom- 
menced, we  were  surprised  to  dis- 
cover that  Gillian's  school  results 
had  deteriorated.  A  chat  with  her 
teacher  revealed  that  Gillian  had 
become  less  friendly  at  school  and 
had  experienced  difficulties  in  asso- 
ciating with  even  her  best  friends. 
The  commencement  of  this  peculiar 
behaviour  corresponded  exactly  with 
the  time  that  Grace  commenced 
teaching.  We  have  since  found  time 
to  share  her  confidences  and.  fol- 
lowing council  taken  from  a  home 
evening  lesson,  we  are  using  the 
evening  meal  as  a  time  to  share  each 
others'  daily  experiences.  After  the 
meal,  Grace  reads  a  chapter  of 
scripture  to  Gillian  and  helps  her 
spot  instructions  for  better  living 
whilst  I  do  the  same  with  Michael. 
Michael  has  a  note  book  and  pen 
to  record  his  impressions  whilst  I 
read. 

Recently  Michael  and  T  were 
asked  to  play  father  and  son  in  a 
special  Primary  programme.  The 
very  choice  association  that  accom- 
panied the  rehearsals  proved  a  real 
heln  in  building  our  friendship. 

We  have  also  learned  from  our 
association  with  the  Church  that  our 
children  want  to  know  they  are 
needed  in  the  home.

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HOW  TO  MAKE 

A  HEAVEN 

OUT  OF  A  HOME 


By  Elder  LeGrand  Richards  of  the  Council  of  the  Twelve 

"Where  we  love  is  home.  Home  that  our  feet  may  leave  but  not  our 
hearts." 

Probably  the  most  important  thing  for  us  to  do  in  this  life  is  to 
prepare  our  homes  worthy  to  be  projected  into  the  eternal  worlds.  That 
means  that  they  should  already  become  a  heaven  right  here  upon  earth. 
To  achieve  this  objective,  there  are  certain  fundamentals  that  must  be 
observed. 

First:  If.  as  parents,  we  follow  the  admonition  of  Jesus  to  seek  first 
the  kingdom  of  God.  then  we  have  His  assurance  that  all  necessary  things 
will  be  added. 

To  achieve  this  objective,  the  husband  and  wife  must  be  united  in 
spiritual  matters  so  that  they  can  pray  together  night  and  morning,  and 
pray  with  their  children;  and  the  mother  can  say  to  the  children;  "You  do 
as  your  father  does."  knowing  that  if  they  do.  they  will  grow  up  in  the 
Church  because  the  father  will  set  an  example  unto  his  children  of  devo- 
tion to  his  priesthood  and  duties  in  the  Church.  Every  boy  wants  to  be  like 
his  father.  Most  unhappy  homes  are  so  because  of  lack  of  unity  in  spiritual 
things  on  the  part  of  the  parents. 

Second:   The  Apostle  Paul  said: 

Be  ye  not  unequally  yoked  together  with  unbelievers;  for  what  fellow- 
ship hath  righteousnous  with  unrighteousness?  and  wnat  communion  hath 
light  with  darkness?  (II  Corinthians  6:14.) 

Moses,  in  advising  the  children  of  Israel  not  to  marry  the  heathens, 
said: 

Neither  shalt  thou  make  marriages  with  them;  thv  daughter  thou  shalt 
not  give  unto  his  son.  nor  his  daughter  shalt  thou  take  unto  thy  son. 

For  they  will  turn  away  thy  son  from  following  me.  that  they  may 
serve  other  gods:  so  will  the  anger  of  the  Lord  be  kindled  against  you. 
and  destroy  thee  suddenly.  (Deuteronomy  7 :  3-4) 

We  see  the  words  of  Moses  evidenced  often.  A  Sunday  School  teacher 
of  mine  married  an  unbeliever,  and  her  children  were  all  raised  out  of  the 
Church.  This  has  always  caused  me  great  sorrow  because  I  loved  that 
teacher. 

A  mother  came  to  me  in  sorrow  because  her  son.  while  away  from 
home  in  the  service  of  his  country,  fell  in  love  with  a  girl  who  feigned  an 
interest  in  his  Church  until  he  married  her:  and  then  she  did  all  she  could 
to  try  to  lead  him  away  from  his  Church.  Even  though  he  never  used 
tobacco,  she  gave  him  a  pipe  and  a  carton  of  cigarettes  for  a  Christmas 
present. 

In  the  revelation  of  the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith,  as  contained  in  the 
Doctrine  and  Covenants  88:40.  the  Lord  said: 
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For  intelligence  cleaveth  unto  intelligence;  wisdom  recciveth  wisdom; 
truth  embraceth   truth:   virtue   [oveth   virtue,   light  cleaveth   unto   light;   .   . 

Before  marriage,  young  people  should  know  each  other  well  enough 
to  know  that  the\  possess  these  virtues  in  common  —  then  they  can  antici- 
pate happiness.  Beautiful,  sweet,  clean  young  women  cannot  find  happiness 
with  unclean  men;  and  in  their  courtship  thcv  will  be  able  to  determine 
whether  the  young  men  with  whom  they  are  keeping  companv   are  clean 

Third'.    When  Sister  Richards  and  I  married,  she  had  in  her  trousseau 
a  plaque  containing  these  words,  which  we  hung  over  our  front  door: 
Who  e'er  thou  art  who  entereth   here 
Forget  the  struggling  world  and  every  trembling  fear. 
Take  from  thy  heart  each  evil  thought 
And  all  that  selfishness  within  thv  life  hath  wrought. 
For  once  inside  this  house  thou  wilt  find 
No  servant's  fear  nor  master's  voice  unkind. 
Here,  all  are  kin  of  God  above,  thou  tot),  dear  heart. 
And  here,  the  rule  of  life  is  love. 
When  a  home  is  built  upon  these  lofty  ideals,  it  becomes  a  heaven  on 
earth.  And  that  should  be  the  ambition  of  everj    young  couple  when  thev 
enter   into  the  bonds  of  matrimony   in   the  holy    temple  of  the   Lord.   The 
husband  should  continue  to  court  his  wife  as  before  marriage,  and  the  wife 
should  attempt  to  please  the  husband  by  keeping  herself  and  her  home  neat 
and  tidy  at  all  times  so  that  her  husband  will  continue  to  enjoy  her  asso- 
ciation more  than  any  other  person.   Every  man  should   tell   his  wife  he 
loves  her  every  day. 

One  good  sister  said  to  me:  "If  my  husband  would  just  once  tell  me 
that  what  I  cook  for  him  pleases  him  or  what  I  do  for  him  or  the  children 
pleases  him.  I  would  be  the  happiest  woman  in  the  world;  and,  if  I  ever 
mention  the  matter,  his  reply  is.  'Well  you  know  I  am  pleased;  or  I  would 
tell  you.'  " 

Another  sister  said  she  had  given  her  husband  six  children,  and  he 
had  never  once  told  her  that  he  loved  her  since  the  first  child  was  born. 
No  home  can  become  a  heaven  uDon  earth  with  such  gross  neglect.  Such  a 
man  hardly  deserves  to  have  a  wife. 

I   like  the  verse  written  by  Ruskin.  as  follows: 
The  home  is  the  place  of  peace  — 
The  shelter  from  all  injury,  from  all  terror,  doubt 

and  division; 
And  wherever  a  true  woman  comes,  this  home  is 

always  'round  her. 
The  stars  only  may  be  over  her  head. 
The  glow-worm  in  the  night's  cold  grass 
May  be  the  only  fire  at  her  feet. 
But  home  is  wherever  she  is; 

And   for  a  noble  woman   it  stretches  far  'round  her. 
Better  than  ceiled  with  cedar  or  oainted  with  vermilion. 
.Shedding  its  quiet  light  far  for  those  who  else  were 

homeless. 
For  such  women,  her  home  can  be  a  heaven  upon 
earth. 
Fourth  : 

Hapoy  are  the  families  where  the  government  of  parents  is  the  reign 
of  afi'ection:  and  obedience  of  children,  the  submission  of  love.  (Author 
Unknown) 

The  happiest  homes  I  have  known  have  been  built  on  these  principles: 
and  when  so  built,  there  should  be  no  need  of  physical  punishment  of 
children.  Children  may  be  whipped  into  obedience  when  young,  but  thev 
will  be  lost  when  they  grow  older;  however,  where  children  are  governed 
through  love  and  affection,  the  home  becomes  a  heaven  upon  earth.  Chil-

1.  Ever  keep  in  mind  you  begin 
to  lay  the  foundation  of  a 
happy  home  in  your  pre- 
marital lives.  While  in  court- 
ship you  should  learn  to  be 
loyal  and  true  to  your  future 
husband  or  wife.  Keep  your- 
selves clean  and  pure.  Cherish 
the  highest  ideals  of  chastity 
and  purity.  Do  not  be  de- 
ceived. 

2.  Choose  your  mate  by  judgment 
in  inspiration,  as  well  as  by 
physical  attraction.  Intellect 
and  breeding  are  vital  and 
important  in  the  human  family. 

3.  Approach  marriage  with  the 
lofty  view  it  merits.  Marriage 
is  ordained  of  God.  It  is  not 
something  to  be  entered  into 
lightly  or  to  be  dissolved  at 
the   first   difficulty   that   arises.

Lack  of  self- 
control  is  the  greatest  source 
of  unhappiness  in  the  home. 
Children  should  be  taught 
self-control,  self-respect  and 
respect  for  others. 

Fasten  home  ties  by  continued 
companionship.  Companion- 
ship fosters  love.  Do  every- 
thing to  cement  love  for  all 
eternity. 


9.    Make     accessible     to     children 
proper   literature   and    music. 


10.  By  example  and  precept,  en- 
courage participation  in 
Church  activity.  This  is  funda- 
mental in  developing  a  true 
character.

Home   Memories   of   President 
David  O.  McKay 
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THE  HOME  IS  FIRST 

Most  thoughtful  poplc  were  shocked  at  a  recent  police  report  on  the 
relationship  of  the  home  to  juvenile  crime. 

For  years  it  has  heen  supposed  that  teenage  delinquency  was  mostly  a 
result  of  broken  homes.  It  seemed  true  for  a  iong  time,  but  it  is  not  now 
the  case. 

The  survey  made  by  police  officers  revealed  the  astonishing  fact  that 
most  juvenile  crimes  reported  in  that  study  came  from  homes  that  were 
not  broken.  Furthermore  they  were  listed  as  religious  homes,  and  homes 
in  which  the  mother  did  not  go  out  to  work. 

This  shattered  many  previous  concepts  about  young  people. 

As  reported  in  this  newspaper:  "The  average  first  offense  delinquent 
comes  from  a  home  where  both  parents  attend  church  and  has  a  non- 
working  mother." 

Sixty  percent  of  all  delinquents  included  in  this  study  came  from  so- 
called  united  homes,  while  only  28  percent  had  divorced  parents,  and  a 
mere  six  percent  had  widowed  mothers. 

Of  those  studied  as  first  offenders,  55  percent  were  rated  as  being 
"active-"  in  religion.  Only  one  percent  reported  no  religious  affiliation. 

What  is  the  lesson  for  Church  workers  in  this  study? 

Obviously  it  is  that  although  young  people  may  live  in  "religious" 
homes,  they  are  not  necessarily  converted  to  their  religion,  and  there  is 
insufficient  parental  control  over  their  children  to  develop  the  kind  of 
character  traits  which  would  persuade  them  to  avoid  crime. 

Combined  with  parental  neglect,  even  in  "good"  homes,  there  is  of 
course  the  influence  of  crime  on  television,  in  movies,  in  magazines  and 
newspapers,  and  a  permissiveness  both  in  school  and  at  home  which 
destroys  proper  restraints. 

The  false  philosophy  so  widespread  these  days  that  it  is  wrong  to 
correct  or  punish  a  child  must  likewise  carry  its  share  of  the  blame  for 
criminality.  Solomon   is  right,  "Spare  the  rod  and  spoil  the  child." 

The  home  life  of  each  family  deserves  sincere  study.  Parents  should 
ask  themselves  what  they  fail  to  do  in  properly  rearing  their  children.  They 
should  keep  in  mind  always  the  classic  statement  of  President  McKay: 
"No  other  success  can  compensate  for  failure  in  the  home." 

A  great  many  parents  are  too  busy  for  the  good  of  their  children. 
Some  are  too  busy  in  church  work,  some  in  business,  some  in  social  life. 
The  fact  is  that  many  parents  are  taken  out  of  the  home  so  much  that  their 
children  do  not  receive  the  attention  and  guidance  they  deserve. 

Another  study  recently  asked  1  ()().()()()  children  what  thev  want  most 
from  their  parents.  As  reported  by  Walt  M.  Lochman  of  Radio  Station 
KMBZ  in  Kansas  City,  they  listed  the  following  do's  and  don'ts  for 
parents : 

1.  Treat  all  of  your  children  with  equal  affection. 

2.  Keep  close  to  them. 

3.  Make  their  friends  welcome  in  your  home. 

4.  Don't  quarrel  in  front  of  your  children. 

5.  Be  thoughtful  of  each  other. 

6.  Never  lie  to  the  children. 

7.  Always  answer  their  questions. 

8.  Don't  punish  them  in  the  presence  of  other  people. 

9.  Be  constant  in  your  affection  and  your  moods. 

10.    Concentrate  on  good  points,  not  so  much  on  failings. 

The  Church  is  placing  tremendous  emphasis  on  the  home  at  the  present 
time,  encouraging  all  members  to  develop  better  family  life.  It  is  most 
timely.

To  recount  bygone  days  and  happenings  that  took  place  in  another  land  — 
in  South  Africa,  is  certainlv  rewarding.  Plans  are  already  underwav  to 
make  next  year's  Reunion  even  more  pleasant.

With  the  inroads  of  evil  among  nearly  all  peoples,  mothers  and  fathers 
must  learn  that  the  home  is  our  greatest  defense  against  crime  and  delin- 
quency. But  good  homes  mean  more  than  adequate  income  and  comfort- 
able surroundings,  plenty  to  eat  and  a  car  to  ride  in. 

Good  homes  must  rate  high  in  companionship  between  children  and 
parents,  in  having  a  well  ordered  household,  with  love  between  parents  and 
between  children  and  parents.  They  must  build  righteous  loyalties,  good 
character,  a  willingness  to  work,  a  spirit  of  humility  and  an  absence  of 
unjust  pride,  and  they  must  teach  a  deep  and  abiding  faith  in  God. 

But  like  everything  worthwhile,  they  require  constant  labour.  Neither 
good  homes  nor  strong  families  are  achieved  by  wishful  thinking  or  by 
remote  control.

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MAKE  MINE  HAPPY 
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TRANSVAAL  DISTRICT  MIA  PLAY

Weeks  and  weeks  of  headaches,  heartaches  and  hard  work  suddenly 
became  all  worthwhile,  when,  on  15  August.  1969,  the  Transvaal  District 
MIA  produced  the  heart-warming  play,  "Make  Mine  Happy." 

The  play,  which  was  produced  by  Carla  Badger  and  directed  by 
Brother  Ken  Armstrong,  was,  without  any  doubt,  a  roaring  success.  The 
great  variety  and  typical  family  life  in  the  script  was  beautifully  captured 
and  presented  by  every  member  of  the  large  cast.  The  cast  was  made  up 
entirely  of  young  people  of  MIA  age. 

The  play  was  so  written  that  different  scenes  were  played  by  various 
"stage"  families,  each  demonstrating  a  problem  in  "communication" 
between  parents  and  their  children.  This  construction  allowed  the  different 
branches  in  the  Transvaal  to  take  different  scenes  and  rehearse  for  the 
performance  in  their  own  areas. 

Although,  before  curtain  time  there  was  the  usual  panic  and  anxiety 
and  desperate  cries  for  "number  five  black  shoes"  and  a  spare  script,  the 
actual  performance  went  off  without  a  hitch. 

Even  as  each  problem  was  revealed  during  the  play  and  solved  and 
each  gap  of  understanding  between  parents  and  children  narrowed,  a  spirit 
of  love,  joy  and  understanding  grew  within  the  deeply  engrossed  audience. 

The  music  and  songs,  which  were  directed  by  Anna  Marie  de  Wet, 
were  beautiful.  The  words  were  clear,  and  the  costumes  were  simple  yet 
appropriate. 

Listening  to  the  remarks  afterwards,  one  was  almost  convinced  that 
the  play  had  been  written,  produced  and  played  by  professionals.  The 
evening  flew.  All  agreed  that  the  play  could  have  and  should  have  lasted 
twice  as  long,  but  finally  51  voices  joined  in  singing  the  final  number,  the 
theme  song,  "Make  Mine  Happy."  The  curtain  fell  for  the  last  time,  and 
the  roof  of  Raman's  hall  was  almost  lifted  with  the  loud  applause  of  the 
audience  —  an  audience  that  was  larger  than  any  other  well-attended 
Mission  MIA  play.
